GENERAL CONVENTION 


General Convention, in Kansas City on October 14, 
1940, adopted the following resolution. 


THAT the Cathedral Church of St. Peter and St. Paul, known 
as the National Cathedral in Washington, D. C., be and hereby 
is designated as the Seat of the Presiding Bishop for his use 
on occasions incident to the exercise of his office as Presiding 
Bishop, and that the Diocese of Washington be requested to 
take such action as may be appropriate to this end; and that 
the Bishop of Washington and the Cathedral Chapter be re- 
quested to provide him with a Seat in the Cathedral com- 
mensurate with the dignity of his office, and to make suitable 
provision for his use of the Cathedral as Presiding Bishop. 


WASHINGTON CATHEDRAL 


The Chapter of Washington Cathedral, on February 6, 
1941, adopted the following resolution. 


THAT the Bishop of Washington and the Cathedral Chapter 
gladly accede to the foregoing request of the General Conven- 
tion and undertake to provide the Presiding Bishop with a Seat 
in the Cathedral Church of St. Peter and St. Paul in all respects 
commensurate with the dignity of his office, and to make such 
provision for his use of the Cathedral as may be found appro- 
priate by the Bishop and the Dean. 


DIOCESE OF WASHINGTON 


The Convention of the Diocese of Washington, on 
May 8, 1941, adopted the following resolution. 


THAT we, the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
of the Diocese of Washington, cordially welcome the Presiding 
Bishop to our Diocese in furtherance of the action of the Gen- 
eral Convention and the Bishop and Chapter of the Washington 
Cathedral.

THE CERTIFICATION 


While the Presiding Bishop stands at the top of the Steps be- 
fore the Choir Screen, in plain view of the People, all shall 
hear the reading of the Certificates of Election. 

The Secretary of the House of Bishops shall hand to the retired 
Presiding Bishop the Certificate which testifies to the election 
of the new Presiding Bishop. The retired Presiding Bishop will 
then read it aloud. This done, the Assistant Secretary of the 
House of Deputies shall hand to the President of that House 
the Certificate confirming the election, which the President 
will then read aloud. 


And after this the Verger shall conduct the members of the 
Presiding Bishop’s Procession to their places within the Great 
Choir. 


THE HEARING OF THE WORD 


Then shall all be seated while the Choir sings the following 
words of Scripture from the Old Testament. 


ISAIAH’S VISION David McK. Williams 


IN the year that king Uzziah died I saw also the Lord sitting 
upon a throne, high and lifted up, and his train filled the 
temple. Above it stood the Seraphim: each one had six wings; 
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with twain he covered his face, and with twain he covered his 
feet, and with twain he did fly. And one cried unto another, 
and said, Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of hosts: the whole 
earth is full of his glory. And the posts of the door moved at 
the voice of him that cried, and the house was filled with 
smoke. 


Then said I, Woe is me! for I am undone; because I am a 
man of unclean lips, and I dwell in the midst of a people of 
unclean lips: for mine eyes have seen the King, the Lord of 
hosts. 


Then flew one of the Seraphim unto me, having a live coal in 
his hand, which he had taken with the tongs from off the 
altar: and he laid it upon my mouth, and said, Lo, this hath 
touched thy lips; and thine iniquity is taken away, and thy 
sin purged. 


Also I heard the voice of the Lord, saying, Whom shall I send, 
and who will go for us? Then said I, Here am IJ; send me.

Then shall the Senator from Massachusetts read the Second 
Lesson as follows. 


I BESEECH you therefore, brethren, by the mercies of 
God, that ye present your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, 
acceptable unto God, which is your reasonable service.

The retired Presiding Bishop and the President of the House 
of Deputies, one on either side, shall conduct the Presiding 
Bishop to his Chair. 


Then shall the retired Presiding Bishop place the new Pre- 
siding Bishop in the Chair, and make him to sit down in it, 
saying, 


IN THE NAME oF Gop. AMEN. 


I, HENRY ST. GEORGE, do Induct and Install you, Right 
Reverend Father in God, HENRY KNOX, into the Office 
of Presiding Bishop, with all its rights, dignities, honors, and 
privileges; in which may our Lord Jesus Christ preserve your 
going out and your coming in, from this time forth for ever- 
more. Amen. 


Then shall the Dean declare: 


SO is this Right Reverend Father and Faithful Pastor, really 
and lawfully Installed in the Episcopal Presidency of this 
Church. What then remains but to thank God upon the occa- 
sion, and to petition the Divine Majesty: that he, together 
with the people committed to his charge, may at last attain 
eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord. 


A fanfare of trumpets shall sound. 


Then shall the Choir sing the following.
